This  is  proof  positive  that  our  peo¬ 
ple  do  believe  in  the  Coojierative 
Program  and  are  proving  that  be¬ 
lief  by  concerted  action. 

The  fact  remains,  however,  that 
676  churthes  have  not  yet  contrib¬ 
uted  through  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  this  Convention  year. 
Wouldn’t  it  be  wonderful  is  every 
church  would  do  so  every  month? 
Some  small  churches  hold  back 
their  contributions  because  they 
do  not  have  much  to  send.  It  would 
lie  better  for  the  treasurer  to  send 
in  the  contribution  each  month, 
whether  the  amount  was  large  or 
small,  and  report  the  amount  in 
the  monthly  business  meeting  of 
(he  church.
